In 1940 we 

were but 10 

years from the 

world disaster 

of depression— 

an evil flower 

which had 

blossomed out 

of the trade re- 

strictions, tar- 

iffs and nation-~ 

alisms which 

sprung up 

overnight like 

“fungus on the 

world’s economic soil shortly 
after the Great War’s end and 
betrayal of the League of Nations. 


In 1940 we still were by no 
means fully recovered from that 
depression. We did not have full 
employment. Our domestic pro- 
duction of automobiles, stoves, 
refrigerators and so on, was 
climbing, but the rate of climb 
was not accelerating with any 
great rapidity. 

The war did it. It put millions 
of persons to work. An esti- 
mated 10 million new jobs were 
filled. It put new money in cir- 
culation and it was money which 
people, starved for spending, 
wanted to put into circulation 
and did. They also put much of 
it into savings against the day 
when they could buy the “things” 
they wanted. 


All the heavy industries were 


running well below production 
in 1940. Steel tells the story. 
‘Steel is the lifeblood of the na- 
tion’s economy. There is steel 
in automobiles, refrigerators, 
stoves, radios, and in almost 
every piece of household or in- 
dustrial equipment. 


In 1940 steel was at 65 per- 
cent of capacity. 


Response 


The war was the vitamin shot 
the nation’s depression-starved 
economy needed. It ceased to 
limp. It lost any suggestion of 
anemia. It boomed. We moved 
to lathe; bench and assembly 
line with such a rush that we 

. were able to supply the Allied 
world with tools, guns, tanks 
and planes.- The farmer received 
magnificent co-operation from 
the weather all through the war 
years. The result was the most 
awesome supply of food the 
world has ever known. 


We took the war demands to 
our economic bosoms and loved 
it to: death—economically speak- 
ing. | 
When the war ended faces of 
the nation’s economists daily be- 
came increasingly red. They 
had predicted unemployment and 
a falling away in demands. In- 
stead there was a continuation of 
the boom. Money came out of 
savings banks and bonds were 
cashed for household goods, cars 
and homes. The infant television 
industry burgeoned quickly into 
one of the major businesses in 
the country. Employment re- 
mained high. Colleges and 
' schools filled to overflowing. 


Trouble 


Today the nation is faced with 
the demands of defense in an 
amount as great as before... or 
larger. 

We know we cannot win wars 
with consumer goods alone, but 
Wwe are aware that we must help 
those peoples yet on our side 
and that we must build up our 
defenses and our offensive mus- 
cles as well. And production will 
be the chief battle to win. 

And we must do so in a hurry, 
a@ very great hurry. 

We have several millions more 
in our population than we had 
10 years ago. Yet we face no 
great vacuum as before. We 
have fu™@ employment. Steel is at 
the top of its vroduction, turn- 
ing out 35 million more tons than 
in 1940. 4 

So the problem is different— 

radically so! 

In 1940 we were lean and we 


had room. Today we are econom- | 


ically fat and there isn’t any 
space. We will have to cut back 
in some industries. In 1940 there 
were 10 million or more unem- 
ployed. Today we will have to 
get most of the war help from 
peacetime jobs. There will have 
to be shifts in employment. 
More women will have to take 
war jobs than in 1940—and there 
was a huge response then. 


We are. likely to have more | 


shortages than before. 

We are sure to have more “ir- 
ritations’. in controls than in 
"1940. 

Therefore, our great test will 
be to see whether or not this 
country, with its genius for sales- 
manship, can do the psychologi- 
cal job of selling itself on what 
the job is and how it must be 
done. | 

It will not be easy. 

Unless we do a. good, sound 
selling job the American citizen 
who galls under contro] harness 
ee will not be happy about 

t. 

It is important that we all be- 
gin to understand right now that 
from the very beginning the 
problem is more difficult—and 
different—from 1940 when our 
production was way off; when 
we were lacking in plants and 
machines; and when we had 
more than 10 million unem- 
ployed. | 
‘ This one is going to be tough, 
but we can do it without trouble 
—if we be sure to understand it.

Due for UN Talks Today 


Cease-Fire Plan 


On Group’s Agenda

LAKE SUCCESS, Jan. 7—Com-| 


munist China's intervention in Ko- 
yea will come up again Monday 
on the agenda of a United Nations 
Committee that will probably be 
pessimistically willing to try an- 
other chance at a peaceful settle- 
ment. 

The Political and Security Com- 
mittee of the General Assembly 
will meet Monday and diplomats 
predicted that the session might 
end without any plan being’ pre- 
sented formally. But for days 
now members of the Committee 
have been considering two ap- 
proaches, waiting for high-level 
decisions on bringing them for- 
ward. The two ideas are: 

1. Suggestions of the three-man 
Truce Committee for a cease-fire, 
gradual withdrawal of foreign 
troops and a conference-—with 
Communist China taking part—on 
Formosa and other problems of 
the Orient. The plan being con- 
sidered in London by Indias 
Prime Minister, Jawaharal Nehru, 
and the presentation of the sug- 
gestions to the Committee Is 
awaiting commitment from him.

: Georgia School Feud 
Heads for Legislature 


By M. L. 


Accreditation, a word familiar in professional educa- 
tional circles, is becoming the No. 1 word in Georgia. po- 
litical circles for the first time since 1942. 


Here are some developments 
and facts as the state school feud 
heads into the Georgia Legisla- 
ture: 

1. Georgia added more high 
schools on the Southern accredit- 
ing list for the new year than any 
other state. Georgia ranks second 
in the South in the number of 
schools accredited by the South- 
ern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. 


2. While some legislative lead- 
ers plan a bill to make the State 
Board of Education, composed of 
laymen, the state accrediting com- 
mission, Georgia already has a 
state accrediting commission com- 
posed of representatives of a 
number of professional educa- 
tional groups. 

3. This Georgia Accrediting 
Commission accredited 539 of the 
states 771 high schools. The 
Southern Association accredit- 
ed 189, 
= 4.The Southern’ Association 
‘standards are higher.than the 
Georgia Accrediting Commission. 
Membership in either group is 
yoluntary, and a school makes 
application only if it wishes to do. 
so and shows that it can meet 
the standards. 

. Graduates of high schools ac- 
credited by either the state or the 
Southern group may enter Geor- 
gia colleges without taking the 
entrance examination. Some col- 
leges in other states recognize the 
Georgia Accrediting Commission 
without an extrance examination; 
others require the Southern Ac- 
crediting Commission member- 
ship. 

In the absence of surveys to 
compare the progress of students 
graduating from accredited high 
schools and nonaccredited schools, 
and from schools accredited by 
the state with those accredited by 
the South, educators say the 
benefits of the accreditation sys- 
tem is an “intangible thing.” 

“It should be obvious that a 
student being taught a variety of 
courses by college graduates in 
good classrooms for nine months 
a@ yvesr would receive a better edu- 
cation than a child being ‘taught’ 
a limited number of courses by 
teachers who hold little more than 
a high school diploma themselves 
and in dilapidated school houses,” 
W. E. Pafford, who holds office. 
in both the state and Southern 
groups, commented. | 

The Southern Association sets a 
higher qualification for high school 
rincipals, sets a lower teacher 
oad, and sets $2,000 as the mini- 
mum salary for teachers, and re- 
quires a Georgia school to be ac- 
credited by the Georgia Commis- 
sion first.

The present 
group includes representatives of 
the Association of Colleges, the 
Georgia High School Association, 
the State Committee of the South- 
ern Association, the Department of 
Elementary School Principals of 
the Georgia Education Association, 
and the State Department of Edu-| 
cation. The 12 supervisors dis- 
missed by the Board over the pro- 
test of State School Supt. M. D. 
Collins served as. inspectors for 
the accrediting groups. 


Georgia ranked first in adding 
new high schools to the Southern 
accredited list for the new year. 
Of an increase of 32 over the 
South, Georgia added 11. Georgia 
has 169 white high schools holding 
membership in the Southern Asso- 
ciation, and 20 Negro schools ac- 
credited by this group. (The 
Southern group accredits Negro 
schools but doesn’t take them into. 
membership). There are 455 of 
the 482 white high schools in 
Georgia on the Georgia Accredit- 
ing Commission list. Eighty-four 
of the 289 Negro high schools 
made the Georgia list.

When adequate new United 
States military forces are ready, 
the Committee said, they should 
be sent to Europe as Gen. Eisen- 
hower decides “that a proper ef- 
fort will be made by Europe in its 
own defense and that the total 
forces—theirs and ours—can be 
effective.”

The Congressional debate 
was touched off last Friday when 
Sen.

Gen. Eisenhower arrived at 
Paris Sunday to assume command 
of the defense forces of Western 
Europe. 

The Committee said that “a 
menacing despotic power, bent on 
conquering the world, has twice 
in recent months in Korea re- 


sorted to aggressive war.” 


But these attacks, the Commit- 
tees statement continued: do not 
prove that Russia, which clearly 
directed both, will launch a major 
war, nor much less prove that 
Russia is ready to start such a war 
now.

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No Time to Go ‘Whole Hog’ 


If present plans of Gov. Talmadge and 
his leaders materialize the State Govern- 
ment will, within a very short time, lit- 
erally be rolling in wealth. There will be 
money to squander, if the will to squander 
is there, for every political purpose, and 
for projects. of one kind and another to 
please every voting bloc. The number of 
State employes, already getting out of 
hand, will be increased far in excess of 
any reasonable need for service to the 
people. 

The tragedy is that all this seems fore- 
doomed to come ata time when rearma- 
‘ment for national survival requires all the 
energies and resources that can be 
mustered. 


Since the sales tax, which seems in- 
evitable, hits the lower income groups 
hardest, Gov. Talmadge is insisting also on 
higher income taxes to “equalize the 
burden.” 


Under the proposed plan drawn by 
Senate Finance Chairman Harold Willing- 
ham no longer could a Georgia taxpayer 
deduct his Federal income tax payment 
in figuring his State income’ tax. 


A few short months ago an increase 
in the State income tax was a valid argu- 
ment, if the plethora of nuisance taxes 
were removed and the general property 
tax field left to local government, and 
was supported by The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion. But Federal income taxes already 
have been raised. They will be raised 
further, as Mr. Truman and others have 
warned. If a big war comes, national 
spending will triple. There is no telling 
where the end will be in Federal taxes. 
Moreover, word is the Administration has 
no intention of removing any taxes. 

The burden of taxes borne by the mid- 
dle and higher income groups already has 
been “equalized,” and more, by the Fed- 
eral Government. What Gov. Talmadge’s 
proposal will do is impose a tax upon a 
tax. It will make it possible, especially 
with future Federal tax increases, for a 
person to owe more in taxes than he ac- 
tually earns. ales 

The State Government apparently 
chooses blithely to ignore these facts. 

Road construction, one of the costliest 
items on the State budget, is likely to be 
halted altogether in future months. Other 
services probably will suffer also. .Even 
erection of new school buildings, badly 
needed as they are, prgbably will be con- 
fined to defense-congested areas. 

In short, the State will not be able to 
spend nearly as much money as was con- 
templated when the sales-income tax plan 
was drawn. But the politicians refuse to 


* * * 


~ schools. 


recognize that fact and want millions in 
extra tax money anyway. The budget 
would be increased from $130,000,000 to 
$175,000,000 or more. 

‘The Highway Board has asked that 
gasoline tax funds be allocated to roads. 
In time of war these funds could be 
diverted to other uses. But if education, 
health and other services are financed by 
a sales and income tax, surplus road 
money would become simply another po- 
litical slush fund. 

If the public believes the capacity of 
State department heads for spending is 
limited, let the budget requests for the 
coming year be observed. Knowing tax 
increases were in the offing, department 
heads rushed in with requests for funds 
totalling almost $225,000,000. And they 
could spend every penny of it. 

Better education is the most pressing 
need of the State. Part of the money 
which cannot be spent on roads in the 
period ahead could be put to this excellent 
use. It probably will be impossible to 
erect adequate buildings, and better quali- 
fied teachers will be hard to get, but a start 
can be made toward improving the 
And it can be done without the 
huge increase in revenue which a com- 
bined sales and income tax would bring. 

The Constitution believes in a sales tax 
as a revenue measure which will cause 
every citizen to carry a part of the tax 
load, which distributes that load in a way 
that is fair or as nearly fair as a tax sys- 
tem can be, and which guarantees collec- 
tion. 

We grant that the State needs addi- 
tional revenue, especially for payment of 
teachers. 

The Legislature is not fated with “a 
whole hog or none” proposition. It should 
not go whole hog in its tax revision pro- 
gram. Neither should it abandon the pro- 
gram in its entirety. 

We will go along with a sales tax held 
to the percentage it will take to meet 
actual needs. : ) 

But we cannot support any tax pro- 
gram which would raise untold millions 
at a time when the world is on fire. 

What started out to be a sound program 
for better schools, roads and health facili- 
ties now promises, because of radically 
changed conditions, to put millions into a 
political kitty and encourage an orgy of 
extravagance in State Government. 

We repeat—it isn’t a case of whole hog 
or none. 

It is a time for Georgia legislators cooly 
and deliberately to put patriotism first and 
pass revenue measures geared to actual, 
immediate needs of the State.

Are Unpredictable 


Today one of the most unpredictable bosses 
in years will move into the State Capito]. It is 
| the Georgia Legislature. A Legislature that is 
composed of more freshmen than previous bodies have been. A 
General Assembly with more new members than old members. Oh, 
there will be the routine business of re-electing the House Speaker, 
Senate Secretary and House Clerk. Their re-election is assured be- 
cause they already have polled the new members and obtained 
pledges. The new Legislature will go through the routine of noti- 
fying the Governor at 10 o’clock this morning that they are in 
session—as if he wouldn’t already know it. 

Administration leaders feel confident that the administration’s 
program of higher taxes and expanded state services will be ap- 
proved. They will drop the major bills in the hoppers of the Senate 
and House Wednesday, the first day on which legislation can be 
introduced. a | 

From then on, things will be. most unpredictable. Individual 
solons will introduce their own bills on taxes.and other subjects. 
Individual solons will make their own amendments on administra- 
tion-sponsored bills. 

Individual solons will want to take a look at the way some de- 
partments have been operating, and ask questions about why this 
and that is being done or not being done. 


New Figures New state leaders may be produced from this 
Legislature which has so many_ young’: men 
making their political debuts. It will be a most important session. 
A session’ starting a new administration for a Governor. A session 
fixing a program for the state in another war emergency period. 
It will be an interesting, unpredictable session. 

The. House will have to determine what to do about a Repre- 
sentative from Newton County. Rep. Stanton, seeking renomina- 
tion, was defeated by A. M. Campbell. Following the general elec- 
tion, Campbell died. The Governor’s office, which usually orders 
a special election, said that in this case no vacancy yet exists. 
Stanton was elected to serve until his successor took office. Thus, 
there would be no vacancy until the time for the successor to 
take office. It will be up to the House, the final judge of its own 
membership, to decide what to do. Stanton is expected to claim 
the seat. 


Ban Fireworks Among the early arrivals for the session was 
Rep. Nat Walker, of Crawford County, bear- 
ing a collection of bills affecting motorists. All admit that hun- 


‘dreds of motorists aren't paying property taxes on their cars— 


so Walker has a bill abolishing this property tax on automobiles, 
and raising the license fees. He would require liability insurance 
on all drivers. He would reduce the load limits of trucks from 
26 tons to 20 tons. And, in another bill, Walker would ban the sale 
and possession of fireworks throughout Georgia. 

There is talk that a bill will be introduced in the Senate which 
will require a person to take out liability insurance before he can 
get his driver’s license back, if he is convicted of driving while 
drunk. 

Bills, bills, and more bills are being readied for the hoppers in 
both houses as the lawmakers prepare for an active session. Some 
will pass and become the law of the state. Many will be defeated. 
But all will be discussed.

The Editors: I read the editorial in The Con- 
stitution about the tragic destruction by fire of 
the Sarah Murphy Home in Polk County, and it 
is hoped that The Constitution’s editorial will 
prove of great help in raising funds to rebuild 
this home for orphaned Negro children. 


It is noted, though, that the editorial in The 
Constitution described the Sarah Murphy Home 
as the only Negro orphanage in Georgia. 


Without deducting in any way from the great 
good which was accomplished at the institution 
in Polk County, it seems that The Constitution 
should let its readers know that there are other 
Negro orphanages in Georgia, two of them in 
Augusta, and there may be others. 

The Shiloh Orphanage for Negroes in Augusta 
was founded in 1895 by the Shiloh Association, 
a Negro Baptist organization, and has continued 
through constant struggle until the present.

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The Real Yellow Peril, 


Shiloh has no established. source of income, but 
is kept open by: private contributions, managed 
by a board of trustees composed of white and 
Negro members. It houses, feeds, clothes and 
educates now about 40 children. 


Since 1901, the Missionary Franciscan Sisters 
of the Immaculate Conception have conducted 
St.. Benedict the Moor Orphanage for Colored 
Girls in Augusta, and about 20 or 30 children 
are now being cared for by the Sisters at this 
orphanage.

Hal Holmes (Rep., Wash.) would 
change the names of Ice Harbor Dam, Little 
Goose Dam, and Lower Granite Dam on the 
Snake River. Rep. Henry D. Lacade Jr. 
(Dem., La.) would order the importers of 
rice cleaned for use in canned soups to pay 
a tariff on it. 


And Rep. Norris Pulson (Rep., Calif.), who 
feels that an Indian has as much legal right to a 
hangover as anybody, would allow the Redskin 
to buy whiskey. Now he has to patronize a boot- 
legger.

The Blockade in the House 


WASHINGTON—Our emphasis on the defense of democracy everywhere in 
the world, and our desire to extend it wherever possible, naturally enlarges our 


interest in our own democratic instijutions.

It is, therefore, somewhat embarrassing that a coalition of 


Republicans and Southern Democrats in our House of Representatives has just 


delivered a smacking blow to democracy. 


This. was done on the opening day 


of the new 82nd Congress by restoring to the Rules Committee the arbitrary power to pigeon-hole 
bills approved by the appropriate legislative committee and deny the House the right to vote on 
them. What the coalition effected was repeal of the rule—adopted by the 81st Congress after the 
1948 Truman victory—which removed this arbitrary blockade by permitting the chairman of any 
legislative committee to move for House consideration of bills approved by his committee if the 
Rules Committee failed to send such measures to. the House floor after 21 days. 


That can’t be done any more. Again a hand- 
ful of men can thwart democracy in the House. 


The purpose of this undemocratic move is 
no secret. It is to keep social welfare and 
civil rights measures from getting to the 
representatives of the people in the House 
for a vote. 


From the standpoint of their party’s own 
political welfare it is a bit hard to see why the 
House Republican leadership again Was maneu- 
vered into this alliance with the anti-social wel- 
fare, anti-civil rights Southern Democrats. 


For it was the blockade of the Rules Com- 
mittee—then as now controlled by the coalition— 
against a housing bill, combined with the hostile 
attitude of the House Republican leadership to- 
ward other social legislation, that had much to 


do with the party’s 1948 defeat in the presi- 


dential election. Many Republicans were con- 
scious of the bad judgment of their leadership. 
Forty-two of them refused to go along and voted 
@gainst repeal of the so-called 21-day rule. 


As a practical matter, the blatant, overt coup 
hardly was necessary. Little social legislation 


and no civil rights legislation had been expected 


from thé 82nd Congress. Emphasis will be on 
foreign policy and defense. Furthermore, the 
coalition now has enough votes, as a result of 
last November’s election, to defeat measures it 
doesn’t like openly on the floor, though the Rules 
Committee strangulation allows members to duck 
responsibility. 

The Republican action could be costly po- 
litically. For, because of its admitted aim, it

| ple who, whether Republicans realize it or not, 


mow are fully aware of what dictatorial control 


' of the House by the coalition through the Rules 


Committee bottleneck means to them. 


They know because President Truman told 
them the story in simple language in the 1948 
campaign, revealing to them the chicanery where- 
by bills for their welfare can be pigeon-holed 
by a few men in the Rules Committee. 

This simplifies the task of special-interest 
lobbyists who can concentrate on this committee 
and not worry about the regular committees too 
much, and never worry at all about the House 
itself, By this campaign President Truman won 
support for removal of this blockade after his 
victory. It was the first thing done by the 
Democratic House leadership at his direction at 
opening of the 8lst Congress. 


What has happened became clear once 
the President raised the curtain in the cam- 
paign. While the Republican Senate of the 
Republican-controlled 80th Congress had 
passed social legislation, including housing, 
increased minimum wage, Federal aid to 
education, the House leadership tied it all up. 


This became a mockery when the party, in 
its 1948 platform, advocated all these measures 
that the House leadership had stifled just before 
the convention. President Truman capitalized 
this on stumps all over the nation. Labor unions 
told the story to their members through their 
union newspapers, as they are telling now of 
repeal of the 21-day rule and its meaning. This 
is not very helpful to Republicans in their effort 
to win back labor votes. 

During the Congress just ended, eight bills 
were extricated from the Rules Committee and 
brought before the House for a vote by the 
2i-day rule. Beyond that, because of threat of 
its use, the Rules Committee itself moved to the 
House floor for passage the housing, minimum 
wage increase and expansion of Social Security 
System bills.

THOSE WHO ought to know 
give an interesting picture of 
the way Truman is responding 
to this worst situation that .an 
American President ever faced. 


Basically, he is unchanged. 
For all the strain, Harry S. 
Truman is still the same. de- 
cent, generally kindly if occa- 
sionally vindictive, and above 
all brave man. Courage is 
the prime quality he brings 
to his overwhelming task. 


Unfortunately, however, in 
the existing situation, courage 
is not all that is wanted. The 
President must also be able to 
carry in his hands all the in- 
numerable threads of many 
complex developments. He 
must see that all the different 
kinds of effort to unify our 
allies, to rearm the free world, 
and to control our own econ- 
omy, all march forward abreast, 
He must manage continuously 
to disentangle good from bad 
in an uproar of conflicting ad- 
vice. And, because he finds it 
so difficult to do all these and 
complicated other things, the 
value of his simple courage is 
depreciated. 

Perhaps the most illuminating 
comment on Truman came from 
a man very close to him, who 
said, “The President was abso- 
lutely.at his best in the 1948 
election, when what was needed 
was only the willingness to slug 
it out.” The remark implied a 
weakness in all the finer points 
from footwork to feinting. 

The President, in fact, has 
these main deficiencies. He 
has little power to analyze com- 
plex arrays of facts, so that he 
can act upon them forehand- 
edly—witness his evident un- 
preparedness for Soviet aggres- 
sion. He has even less power 
to present. complex facts to the 
country in a simple and con- 
vincing way—witness his cour- 
ageous but ineffectual speech 
on the national emergency. 
And he has no power at all to 
create the climate, the atmos- 
phere of national action. 


THESE THREE POWERS or 
knacks, of correctly analyzing 
complex facts, presenting them. 
clearly to the people, and creat- 
ing the climate in which the 
facts will be acted upon, are un- 
fortunately the three essential 
powers of the democratic leader. 


Thus the greatest and 
strongest of the democratic 
societies, on which the whole 
world-future now squarely 
depends, is headed in this 
desperately critical instant in 
history by a man ill-equipped 
for the high task of demo- 
cratic leadership. On the 
surface, it looks very bad. 


But it will not be bad, if the 
country and the Congress take 
the President for what he is, 
being grateful for his decency 
and bravery, not looking to him 
for-the other qualities which he 
does not seem able to supply. 
Resoluteness in the country, 
foresight and national-minded- 
ness among the politicians, can 
take us through the dark times 
ahead. 


Perhaps it is not a bad thing 
that in this crisis we cannot 
look up to the father-image of 
a great leader, but have only a 
good man at our head. For if 
we do get through—and no one 
can doubt that we somehow © 
shall—the vigor and inner en- 
ergy of this nation will be 
proven for good and all.

Text: “Wherefore, seeing we 
also are compassed about with so 
great a cloud of witnesses, let us 
lay aside every weight, and the 


and let us run with patience the 
race that is set before us, looking 
unto Jesus the author and fin- 
isher of our faith .. .” (Hebs. 
12:1,2a) 


The writer of our text assumes 
two things concerning his readers: 

(1) That they have’ entered the 
race—that is, they are professing 
Christians. 


(2) That they want to succeed 


—that is they are earnest Chris- 
tians. 


In a word his counsel amounts 
to this: If you would run well, 
/you must run light. You must get 
rid of anything and everything 
|that might weigh you down or 
‘hold you back. Moffatt translates 
‘the text: “We must strip off eyery 
handicap, strip off sin witH its 
clinging folds, to run our appoint- 
ed course steadily.” 


That is strong language. The 
world “weight,” should be in- 
terpreted, of course, as referring 
to mild faults, while “besetting 
sin” refers to one’s worst habit. 


It is possible for a man to hate 
sin very intensely in general and 
to repent of certain sins earnestly, 
but to fail on the one hand to 
deal with some minor fault be- 
cause it seems so trivial, so un- 
important... On the other hand he 
will fail to rid himself of his be- 


setting sin because it has become 
so much a part of him he feels 
he just cannot let it go. 

Our first point of concentra- 


tion, then should be our “‘little 
faults”... “Let us lay aside every 
weight.” 

Some months ago I clipped 
from a magazine an article en- 
titled, ““How to annoy the boss.” 
‘It read:

There’s a lot she can do for 
there is a way for anybody who 
loves. plants. They need not be 
elaborate nor: very large for 
many indoor gardens are minia- 
tures of perfection and beauty. 
Take Mrs. Philip Brauner ‘or 
instance. In her busy life as ex- 
ecutive secretary of The Garden 
Center, one would imagine that 
when she gets home at night she 
wouldn't enjoy working with 
her indoor garden, but here's 
what she says: 


“Why, I check on the flow- 
ers before I start dinner,” she 
says, “and up ntil just before 

Christmas I could just step out 
on my ‘back porch and pluck 

off some mint, parsley, or 

chives for special dishes or 

drinks.” 


Mrs. Brauner says that a box 
on the back porch is a sure way 
to have these plants growing 
from April through November. 
Another bit of garden she has is 
a Chinese evergreen she keeps 
in an old Bennington teapot. 

“This,” she says, “has been 
growing for over two years in 
water, nourished only with plant 
food. The old standby philoden- 
dron is one of the most popular 
household plants, but it is ad- 
visable to keep the plant out of 
strong light. Placing it in a 
bookcase or on desks or tables is 
a good spot.” . 

“The best choice for window 
gardens which require only oc- 
casional care,” says Mrs. Brau- 
ner, “are Chinese evergreen 
philodendron, peperomia, be- 
gonia, coleus and primrose and 
shrimp plants. In the winter 
the plants must have a circula- 
tion of fresh air at least once a 
day even if the door or window 
is open just for a few minutes. 
The water must be at room tem- 
perature, however, and if wa- 
tered too much the leaves be- 
come limp and yellowed. Soak 
thoroughly about twice a week 
rather than just a little each day. 
Syringe leaves with water to 
clean them.” 


Bulbs are a godsend to the 
apartment dweller business 
woman. They may be grown in 
the prepared fiber sold for that 
purpose. Pretty china bowls for 
small bulbs are good. And 
speaking of china bowls, one of 
the latest fads among apartment 
dwellers is dish gardens. Almost 
any type dish may be used— 
even an old-fashioned wash 
bowl—filled with rocks, mud 
and sand. Small green plants 
are very successful this way. 


Large-leaved maiden hair 
fern will do well if set in the 
center of a tray, and its foliage 
sprayed each week. There are 
many other plants which re- 
quire a minimum of care such 
as Wandering Jew, either 
green-leaved, which grows 
anywhere or purple-leaved. 
The green-leaved plant is 
hardier and will take any 
amount of abuse provided it 
has plenty of water. 


Other pretty and easy answers 
to your flower dream, are the 
little pots of grapefruit and 
orange seedlings which make a 
permanent crnament for your 
table at all times. Save seeds, 
let them dry and ripen, start 
them in a flat pot. Leave the 
pot on the radiator until seeds 
begin to sprout. To keep them 


_ from growing too tall keep them 


nipped back. Or you may pick 
out a sweet potato which has 
sprouted: Place it in the glass 
with the end of the potato in 
water sweetened with a piece of

Most everybody loves to eat 
and relishes good food. ... but 
continuous overeating is often 
caused py something other than 
a fondness for food. It’s wise 
therefore, to see if, in your own 
case, vhere might possibly be 
some reason other than physical 
hunger fer turning to food. 


It is now known that over- 
eating cen be caused by emo- 
tional factors—boredom, worry, 
anxiety, unhappiness. Now not 
everyone who likes to overeat 
is bored wr unhappy. But many 
overwzizghts, are and it’s well 
to know that it can happen. 
Several hundred overweight 
women were asked if they ate 
more or less when emotionally 
upset, 
they ate more. 


Perhaps it will help you 
to see how loneliness and 
worry can figure in this prob- 
lem of weight, for me to tell 
you about the soldier’s wife 
who worried herself fat. She 
was lonely and unhappy, and 
during the three years her 
husband was overseas she 
gained 96 pounds!

Because of the een Bee low 
cost of this highly putritious 
nonfat milk, more families than 
ever before can afford to in- 
clude the milk nutrients neces- 
sary for good health in their 
daily diets. With whole milk 
selling at twenty-six cents a 
quart, the economy of nonfat 
dry milk is an appealing fea- 
ture. A sixteen-ounce package 
reconverts into five quarts of 
nonfat milk, the price 35 cents, 
or seven cents for a quart. This 
ls good news in these days where 
budget kee pers find it hard to 
pinch pennies. 


What is this nonfat dry 
milk? women write to ask. It 
is nothing, but good, fresh 
whole milk with the fat and 
water removed. It has the 
same value as regular milk 
after the “top of bottle” is 
poured off. 


The powder can be combined 
with dry ingredients in recipes 
and water added as the liquid 
or 1t mav be liquefied and then 
used in the recipe. 


Buy fresh milk for the chil- 
dren to drink but save money 
by using nonfat dry milk in 
cooking and baking. Most 
adults will find this a very 
drinkable beverage without 
fat content yet packing the 
same nutrition wallop offered 
in fresh whole milk. 


Since dry milk can be used 
in any recipe calling for milk, 
you'll have no problem. How- 
ever, here are a few recipes we 
like very much. 


THRIFTY MACARONI LOAF 


1 package J-minute macaroni 

cup fresh bread crumbs 
'» teaspoon salt

2 cup nonfat dry milk solids 
tablespoon each minced onion.
